(In a spirit of fairness, we give place to the 
following, although the evidence that has been 
given, prove overwhelmingly that Mr Chase is 
a genuine spirit photographer.— EDITOR.) 

о тнк Eprron: —In your issue of Janu- 
ary 18, Mr. George Barnes, of Cleveland, 
Ohio, is quite earnest in his endeayors to 
prove spirit photography, and, incidegtally, 
that a Mr. H. E. Chase, of the same place, is 
a medium for spirit photos. 

I will state ӛгісіу the experience I had with 
a Mr. Chase, of Cleveland (have no doubt it 
is tlie ваше man), about three years ago, The 
aforesaid Мт. Chase at that time seemed to 
have some kind of privilege to use his son's 
gallery for his kind of work, but in justice and 
fairness to the proprietor, it should be said 
that he seemed to have nothing whatever todo 
with the spirit department of the business. 

The gallery was arranged in the usual man- 
ner, except the dark-room was the darkest of 
the kind that I had ever scen. I will not say 
that the moral darkness was quite dense, too, 
but will let the reader draw his own conclu- 
sions further on. 

There were four of our party. We went to 
make such test as we could, and try to get 
some light on the mysterious question of 
spirit photography. I was selected to ob- 
serve every move madeby the medium, as I 
know something of photography. Mr. Chase 
seemed willing to give us every opportunity to 
know that the work was genuine, We had 
taken а box of negative plates, and they were 
used—that is, three or fourof them; we made 
him a present of the rest. I went into the 
dark-room with Mr, C,, and was sure beyond 
a doubt that our plates were used, for I 
opened the box myself, and took out one 
plate. Мг. C. thought I was not experienced 
with the kind of holder he used, and insisted 
on putting the plate in it himself. I, of course, 
wanted harmony—it is an essential thing, and 
consented to that. He seemed to regard it аз 
an essential part of the work to have the plate 
in his own hands, He likely did the part then 
that the skeptic would call the *thoodoo,” The 
plateholder was close to the window, or where 
there should have been one, and still the light 
was very near total darkness, But I could 
see, by putting my face close to the holder, 
that our plate was used, and that there was 
nothing else in the holder with it. 

We went out into the lightroom with the 
plateholder, and one of our party consented to 
be the subject with which there was to be a 
spirit photographed. To all outward appear- 
ances the work was conducted just as it would 
be in any other gallery, except the medium, 
while exposing the plate (taking the picture) 
seemed to be suffering from a strange соп. 
traction of the muscles that seemed determined 
to transform him into а hideous monster, That 
condition on the part of the medium lasted, 
of course, for three or four seconds, just while 
he was exposing the plate. 

We took the plate back to the dark-room, 
and developed it in the chemicals, just аз if no 
spirits were expected on it, and, to our snr- 
prise, there was none. Of course it would not 
be fair to stop with one trial, so another 
was made with equal cure, and the same 
result, But for same reason we did not then 
understand, there was s good deal of delay 
before we could make another test. Of course 
Mr. C. is quite а talker, and just when our 
party were much interested in some conversu- 
tion about some wonder іп the line of spirit 
phenomena, it was noticed by two or three of 
our party that Mr. С, stepped into the dark- 
room und remained a few seconds, 

So it happened that after a while longer this 
imaginary hindrance (whatever it was) was 
now removed, and we could make another 
test, if we wanted another." Well, of 
course it wasn't ‘‘another’’ test we wanted—it 
was one test, 

I went again into the dark-room with Mr. 
0., and I requested more light, but he thought 
it would fog the plate; but I told him that it 
was not a firatclass photograph that we 
wanted, but a teat of spirit photography; that 
we were willing to accept a poor picture of the 
mortal if we could be sure of a picture of a 
spirit. 

No more light was admitted, but that time 
we got the pictures of two heads, one on each 
side оќ: Шо victim,- But they were very crude, 
Now, how was even a crude picture to be 
obtained by any fraudulent method? It is 
easily answered by the photographer. If Mr. 


positive picture on it, he had only to put it in 
the plateholder when he was in the dark-room 
alone, and when we went in to put in another 
negative plate it would be placed against the 
positive," во that one would lie against the 
other, face to face, Any good photographer 
can and would be willing to show any in- 
quirer just how it could be done. 

Now, I don't вау that Mr. Chase is а fraud, 
nor that he is not a medium, but 1 do say that 
any photographer, in the land can make as 
good an imitation of spirit photography as he 
produced for us that day; notwithstanding, we 
felt very sorry for the suffering he seemed to 
endure so patiently when he was ‘taking the 
picture," 

Still more, I say this: 1 firmly believe that 
pictures of disembodied spirits have been 
taken in various ways, and by various meth- 
ods; but, at the same time, I wish to impress 
this idea—that before any fact or phenomena 
of nature (and spirit phenomena is of nature) 
сап be established as а scientific fact, it must 
be independent of the volition of man. And 
farther, the proof must be во clearly inde. 
pendent of man's likes or dislikes that no one 
сап refuteit, A test of spiritual phenomena 
that rests on the integrity of anyone ін not 
worth anything, Let us see if we cannot 
prove this to the satisfaction of any mind used 
to acientific pursuits, Among the higher 
branches of science let us take geometry. Has 
anyone who bas mastered the principles of that 
science ever felt any doubt concerning the 
truth of any problem because he did not know | 
who discovered the principles involved, or 
who wrote the first demonstration? Anyone 
who has ever studied the science will say| 
"no," And why? Because it has in it the 
proof of its genuineness and accuracy, It de- 
pends on nothing but itself and Из relation to 
the human mind. Who wohld pretend to say 
that every fact of the universe is not as cer- 
tain as the principles of mathematics? Let us 
keep on investigating, with a fair degree of 
economy, the problem of spirit photography, 
but until we can get some stronger proof than 
a “likeness,” we will never be able to call our 
discovery a scientific fact.
